Ules for which rural communities of 
the South were famous a few decades 
ago Is almost unknown today.

SINCE THE President's illness 
was g repeat performance, it 
did not have the impart of sur- 
priae. Twice bafore he had re­ 
covered. This time he might re­ 
cover, or might not. and what­ 
ever happened, 
people were 
ready to face it without panic. 
Ta the President s credit, a great 
deal of the public’s calmness 
was due to his own brave and 
casual attitude ’toward death 
As recently as the press con­ 
ference just before his leaving 
for Florida for the Navy inspec­ 
tion, Mr. Eisenhower had pre­ 
faced one of his remarks by say­ 
ing, "If I stay alive for the nest 
three and a half yean " 
Not long before he left for the 
San Trancisco Convention last 
August, the President responded 
to somebody's question afoul his 
life expectancy bv saying. "A 
man can't choose the time or the 
manner of his going 
He went 
on from there to say. in effect, 
that if the people wanted him. 


he was willing to die In the harn­ 
ess of a second term. Thus the 
couniry has been subtly prepared 
by the President for his possible 
death in office. 
BUT IT STRUCK me that the 
1957 illness different from the 
1955 heart attack and Uia 1966 
ileitis for additional reasons. 1 
can't help feeling that the frant­ 
ic excitement of the 1935-56 was 
a political spasm. Republicans 
who knew Ike well, or knew him 
hardly at all. regarded him aa 
the peerless candidate He was 
so certain to be the GOP stand­ 
ard-bearer — and a winner — 
that party, members were thrown 
into a confusion that did not de­ 
tract — but must be distinguish­ 
ed — from the personal sorrow 
over Mr Eisenhower's loss of 
health. 
Democrats, although from an 
opposite viewpoint, regarded Ike 
last year as the Invincible cand­ 
idate. Adlai Stevenson. Averell 
Harriman and G. Mennen Wil­ 
liams hau been talking big up 
until Ike's heart attack, but they 
had been talking through their 
rollective hats. But when the 
President came down with his 
cardiac attack, and again when 
he underwent surgery, the Dem­ 
ocrats' delight was ill-concealed 
and their confidence swelled like 
a river in a flood 
MOST AMERICANS are only 
election-year politicians, but they 
reacted politicially in 195-56 to 
Ike's illfiesses. They did so. in 
retrospect, because Ike had be­ 
come something of a political 
phenomenon He was Ihe first 
Republican in 20 years to beat 
a Democrat lor the nation s lop 
office. 


It is net easy to remem­ 
ber new the feeling with which 
so many of us received the news 
that a Republican — of all things! 
— was goin. to live In the White 
House It was an awareness of 
incredible change and to some 
of us. of unspeakable relief, 
especially remembering the un­ 
believable upset when Harry 
Truman defeated Thomas Dewey. 
Many Americans. 1 believe, 
felt that Mr, Eisenhower was 
going to die in 1953-56 simply be­ 
cause he was loo good and great 
a thing to last. WA- had been 
through a time of history with 
treachery at home, defeat abroad 
and disaster all about. 
WHAT A CONTRAST we have 
today: Simply by continuity, bv 
staying in office past the single 
term. Ike has proven that his 
political arrival was no myth 
and that his Administration waa 
capable of carrying on from 
wretched times to very good 
times, from brink-of-uar to edge- 
of peace. from a mere acceptance 
of the new Russian regime to 
a dawning understanding of it. 
People have come to believe. 
I think, that Mr Eisenhower, by ’ 
staying in power as long as he 
has. has given the nation a stab­ 
ility it did nol have when he 
came into office. 
This means, in point of fact, 
that the American people have 
regained a confidence in them­ 
selves. It is a heartening exper­ 
ience to get away from Wash­ 
ington and find that the people 
are by no means eager to make 
any disarmament deals with the 
Russians, or to call off the H- 
bomh testing, or even to rush in­ 
to the atoms for peace plan.

INEZ ROBB: 
New Jersey Keeps Pace 


There are days when it appears 
that nothing in the world is being 
done to lick mankind's most 
pressing problems. The universe 
is full of yeak-yak-yak about dis­ 
armament, inflation, crab grass, 
delinquency and the threat of 
muss in Ebbels Field and the 
Polo Grounds. 
We inch along to our doom, or 
so it seems. And then, without 
warning an item appears in print 
that shows someone is on the hail 
and all is not lost. Such a nugget 
is contained in the announcement 
that the great commonwealth of 
New Jersey has upped the limit 
on what determines petty larceny 
from a beggarly $50 to a more 
respectable $200. 
Here, at least, is one state de­ 
termined to keep pace with the 
times and with inflation. In a na­ 
tion whose combined public and 
, private debt rose to the Himala­ 
yan height of $684 billion in 1956 
and is heading even higher in 
1957. there is something repug­ 
nant about a petty larceny rap 
pegged at $50. 
In fact, it is hard to Imagine 
a self-respecting yegg, even a be­ 
ginner. who would so far demean 
himself as to heist $50. which is 
no more than supermarket money 
on Friday night. 
Justice should always be tem­ 
pered with mercy, and in the 
above instance. New Jersey has 
added a soupcon of common 
sense. In 1957, when economists 
expect the purchasing value of 
the dollar in pre-World War II 
terms to dip below 50 cents, It is 
neither just nor merciful to judge 
a hard-working mugger, ham­ 
strung by inflation and the high 
cost of living, by Coolidge stand­ 
ards.The last time I looked, the dol­ 
lar. compared with a 1935-'39 base 
of 100 cents to a cartwheel, was 
worth 50.124 cents, or just barely 
above the half-way mark. 
It is obviously unfair to sentence 
a mugger on the base worth of 
the dollar in 1935-'39 for a bun­ 
gled job in 1937. It is no less 
than barbaric, verging on cruel 
and unusual punishment, to com­ 
pute a 1957 sentence on the long- 


gone value of Calvin's coin. 
What New Jersey has accom­ 
plished in upping the take-horpe 
pay for petty larceny is to re­ 
dress the balance and make the 
punishment fit the crime. Never 
was it more true than today that 
"he who steals my purse slcais 
trash." It would be a pity to see 
a man branded as a felon lor life 
on a chicken-feed snatch. 
New Jersey has taken a step in 
the right direction in modernizing 
its legal code and opening the 
vislas of fuller and more gracious 
living to the footpad. The only 
question is: Has New Jersey been 
sufficiently generous? Is a ceiling 
of $200. in view of the swan-div­ 
ing dollar, really adequate and 
in keeping with the training and 
risks involved in such as the 
purse-snatch racket? 
We must always keep In mind 
that the underworld is not union­ 
ized. As the cost of living index 
creeps ever upward, no cost-of- 
living increase shows regularly 
in the "petty larcenist's pay en­ 
velope, unless he is put to the 
trouble of stealing a handful. 
Does $200 offer enough incentive 
to attract young blood and get 
embryo muggers out of the pool 
halls and away from detective 
comics 1‘ong enough to do whol, 
after all. can only be a small job 
to lads day-dreaming of Brinks? 
Maybe in these inflated times 
petty crime doesn't pay enough.
